Seymour Wolfbein, deputy as- 
sistant Secretary of Labor, at- 
tributed the drop in unemploy- 
ment to ‘“‘a rather consistent in- 
crease” in most levels of our 
economy. 

“We are not back to pre- 
he said, ‘‘but 
there seems to be a persistent 
push upward.” 

He predicted that “‘the eco- 
nomic situation in general and 
employment in particular’’ would 
continue to show improvement 
| through the spring months. 

Last month’s level of jobless- 
ness marked only the second 


'time in 28 months that the sea- 


sonally adjusted rate of unem- 
ployment has been less than 5 
per cent. The other month was 
May 1959, when it was 4.9 per 
cent. In October 1957 the rate 
was 4.7 per cent. Since then it 
has risen as high as 7.5 per cent.

Negro Asked to Resign. 

Stressing that his quarrel was | 
with Tiffany, and not with the: 
Six commissioners, Godlewski 
said his Negro secretary had 
been asked to 
marrying a German white girl 
last August. The Negro met the | 
girl while stationed in Germany | 
with the armed forces, Godlew- | 
ski said. 

Godlewski also said Negroes 
had been given lower grade rat- 
ings than whites, even though | 
they had equal scholastic stand- 
ing. 
He said he resigned, effective | 
last Friday, following numerous 
differences with Tiffany. 

Denial by Tiffany. 

Tiffany later told reporters 
Godlewski was a ‘disgruntled | 
federal employe.” He said the 
Civil Service Commission had 
checked the Civil‘ Rights Com- 
mission personnel files and had 
found what it said were some 
errors but seemed generally sat- | 
isfied. | 

Tiffany identified the Negro | 
secretary who resigned last | 
August as Fred Allen. He said | 
Allen told him he resigned to |

the resignation, Tiffany said. 

“There is no staff or agency 
in Washington more color blind 
than this agency,” Tiffany’ said.

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Slipping Industrially 


Preliminary statistics from the Govern- 
ment’s most recent census of manufacturers 
confirm the St. Louis area’s continuing failure 
to keep pace with the economic growth of 
the nation. Unless this trend can be reversed, 
the metropolitan district will have trouble 
providing jobs for its growing numbers of 
young people and it also can expect difficul- 
ties supporting first-class schools and other 
necessary public services. 

The figures cover 1958, when the most 
recent census in this field was conducted. 
They permit comparison with results for 1954, 
the year of the second most recent census of 
manufacturers. They show that over the four- 
year period manufacturing activity grew more 
slowly in the St. Louis area than in the nation. 
St. Louis lagged in value added by manufac- 
ture and it experienced a greater loss of 
employment in manufacturing establishments. 
What was worse, the absolute number of 
factories in the St. Louis area declined, 
while in the nation the number actually 
increased. 


These results are alarming, and they ought 
to be taken to heart by the area’s political 
leaders as well as its business men. The polit- 
ical leaders, especially in St. Louis county, 
are in a position to act positively to help halt 
the slide. One of the problems in the county, 
as pinpointed by the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey, is that industrial space is artificially 
rationed, thereby making it expensive and 
noncompetitive with land in other metropol- 
itan districts. 

Two solutions to the site problem are avail- 
able. First, the land-use plan drafted for the 
county by a private organization of profes- 
sional planners ought speedily to be adopted. 
This would tend to protect the county’s re- 
maining potential industrial acreage from 
speculative exploitations. 

Second, Supervisor McNary ought to see 
how the county can participate in financing 


the levees, sewage facilities, interior roads - 


and rail lines necessary before the Columbia 
Bottoms industrial park can be opened for 
devélopment. A bond issue of $10,000,000 or 
so might be necessary to get the project 
started. But in the long run the new job 
opportunities and the growth in the county’s 
tax base ought to make a borrowing of that 
size virtually self-liquidating. 

We hope. too that those who aspire to top 
office in Missouri will inform themselves not 
only of the urgent need for permitting the 
state to make full use of its resources but for 
extending that principle into the St. Louis 
area as well. We refer to the pending Con- 
stitutional amendment enabling all Missouri 
municipalities except St. Louis and those in 
St. Louis county and Jackson county to issue 
general obligation bonds to buy or build 
plants to be leased to industrial firms. Would 
this not help build up outstate Missouri at the 
expense of the St. Louis-Kansas City: metro- 
politan areas? 


Wrong-way Hoffa 

Jimmy Hoffa’s political antics grow curious- 
er and curiouser. He attacked Senator Ken- 
nedy in Wisconsin, where Mr. Kennedy will 
battle Senator Humphrey in the primary April 
5, and it now develops he has sent out im- 
structions to his followers elsewhere to work 
against Congressional figures who are sup- 
porting Senator Kennedy’s bid for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination.. The Teamster 
President’s dislike of Mr. Kennedy goes back 
to the hearings by the McClellan Committee, 
of which the Senator was a member and of 
which his brother Robert was chief counsel. 
What the Teamster leader does not seem to 
realize is that his effort to damage Senator 
Kennedy is more likely to help him than hurt 
him. If he really wants to administer the 
kiss of death the way to do it is to indorse 
Mr. Kennedy. 


Coming of the Cardinals 


Many St. Louisans adopted the football 
Cardifals in 1947 and so their move here 
is welcome. Joseph Griesedieck of the Fal- 
staff Brewing Corporation has earned a civic 
salute for purchasing a minority interest in 
the team and helping president Walter Wolf- 
ner to lead them southward. 


Thirteen years ago Jimmy Conzelman and 
Paul Christman of St. Louis coached and 
pitched the red-shirted Cards to the National 
Football League title. The football team 
which carried a St. Louis baseball name at- 
tracted many local supporters to Chicago. The 
Cards have not done so well since but now 
have adopted Coach Frank Ivy’s colorful and 
varied attack and are rebuilding. 


St. Louis must help them rebuild. Condi- 
tions for television and for use of the base- 
ball Cardinals’ Busch Stadium undoubtedly 
will be met but the big condition is develop- 
ment of the riverfront stadium seating 55,000 
persons. The Cardinals would not, and prob- 
ably could not, stay here for long without the 
financial support of strong attendance. 

Fortunately enthusiasm for. pro football 
here has grown, for two reasons. Television 
has demonstrated the dramatic qualities of 
professional play during a period when major 
college football has deserted St. Louis. Big 
league in other sports, this city has become 
an almost solitary football desert among large 
urban centers.. 

Aside from acquiring a football team, St. 
Louis is acquiring a form of civic institution. 
The Cardinals should stimulate economic ac- 
tivity as well as public interest. But for the 
Cards to help St. Louis, St. Louis must sup- 
port the Cards. On with the stadium! 


The Main Test 


The House vote upholding a ruling against 
President Eisenhower’s proposal for a com- 
mission on fair employment is not a serious 
defeat for civil rights advocates. The Admin- 
istration already can do much of what it 
proposed. 

Under its plan the President’s Committee 
on Government Contracts, headed by Vice 
President Nixon, would be turned into a per- 
manent agency with authority to conduct 
hearings as to racial discrimination in govern- 
ment contracts. But all government contracts 


now contain nondiscrimination clauses and - 


the committee has been able to investigate 
without such specific legal sanction. More- 
over, the Justice Department recently an- 
nounced it might sue contractors to compel 
them to end discrimination on government 
projects unless they did so voluntarily, 
Clearly the Government has considerable 
authority in this field. But experience has

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proved that the Government does not have — 


adequate authority- to protect some other- 
civil rights, and particularly the fundamental 
right to vote.

Closing the Market Street Gap 


Both the appearance and the convenience 
of the Memorial Plaza area should be en- 
hanced as a result.of the announcement by 
the Postoffice Department that it has select- 
ed the two-block site—bounded by Market, 
Clark, Sixteenth and Seventeenth streets— 
for a new mail-handling building.

The American people are more than 
willing to pay the billions requested 
by the President for arms; indeed we 
are willing to invest far more than 
that, and for the present we shall. be 
forced to do so, There is as yet no 
escape from the arms race. 

How much more eagerly our people 
would support an investment’ in the 
creation of an alternative to the arms 
race.

“WHY NOT WRITE A COLUMN about some of the 
teen-agers who are too busy to become delinquents?” asks 
@ mother of one of them. 

This is the question the newspaper writer hears frequently. 

“ali ) om Why do we write so much 
_. about the young people 
who misbehave and so lit- 
tle about those who are 
solid citizens? Quite ob- 
viously because those who 
deviate from the normal 
are news, and thank good- 
ness they are. Average 
actions just don’t make 
headlines, but this doesn’t 
mean that anyone thinks 
the “hoods,” to borrow 
the teen-ager’s own phrase, 
are typical of the teens. 

Mrs. D. M. D. of Maple- 
wood would like to see 
the name “teen-ager” 
dropped, as she thinks it 
has a derogatory - conno- 
tation. I don’t think this 
is so, but to help balance 
the scales in favor of the 
vast preponderance of nice 
kids leading exemplary lives, here are two case histories 
of good works by teen-agers. 


CLARISSA START 


Teen-agers Charlotte Christopher, Georgia LeTour, 
Susan Doyle and Anne Plotkin are dancers who have 
been trouping all winter for a variety of good causes, 
all without pay. They started last fall when Charlotte 
returned from a summer dance class with a Hawaiian 
routine which she taught to the other girls. 


Coincidentally, The Players, who put on shows for the 
American Medical deatia’ Wars Organizing a new musical 
built around a Hawaiian theme. The foursome has appeared 
in it a dozen times this winter; in between times they 
make weekly appearances in fund raising shows or entertain 
at Fort Leonard Wood. 

Their schedule would daze an older person. Three 
afternoons a week they take dancing lessons from 4 to 9 
p.m. Charlotte, who attends St. Charles High, has her 
own school on Saturdays. Anne, who attends Hanley Junior 
High, assists at Lalla Baumann’s on Saturday. Susan, who 
attends Ascension School in Northwoods and Georgia, who 
attends Corpus Christi High in Jennings have other extra- 
curricular activities. And none of the girls ever misses 
a performance by a visiting ballet troupe.

THE TIME HAD COME, at the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, for the Irish to go to the Land of the Ever Young,. which 
lay across the Atlantic Ocean and which they called America. To 
remain in their own country was to accept a present and a future 
without hope for either themselves or their children. Rebellion 
after rebellion had failed to shake off England’s control. The land 
was owned by fereign landlords who planted tenants as their most 
profitable crop. Twenty or 30 tenants often shared a farm that a 
few decades previously had supported but one farmer’s family. 
The tenant farmer planted potatoes because it was’ a crop that 
looked after itself. Then he turned his wife and children out on 


the road to beg. 

The house he lived in was 
made of boards and turf; and if 
he could get a little pig, or per- 
haps a hen or two, they shared 
the turf house. 

The land itself was beautiful, 
The mists that lay in the morn- 
ings over the lakes and in the 
blue valleys shone like the cloth 
of heaven. The Irishman lived 
in paradise and was a pauper 
there. He and his children were 
the most hideous creatures in 
it, and for his and their sal- 
vation he must leave this land 
and go somewhere else. 

And the place he should go 
to was America. 

But first came the huge prob- 
lem of raising the fare. In 1816, 
passage to America was about 
$30 to $35 a person. That was a 
large sum, and every means 
was employed to acquire it. 
What few possessions the family 
had were sold; relatives in 
America sent what they could. 

Also there was food to be 
provided for a voyage that 
might take four to 10 weeks on 
a sailing vessel. Clothes were 
needed for the children. Before 


leaving his plot of land, the © 


emigrant planted as many pota- 
toes as he could, and took sacks 
of them with him. 

Finally came the great day. 
The family took a last look 
around at the sod house. One 
member would pick up a hand- 
ful of earth, and put it in a 
cloth, to be kept to ease the 
anguish of parting. 

And then down the road, the 
long, long road to the sea and 
the end of life in Ireland. 

Whatever port the Irish emi- 
grant picked as their point of 
departure, they Were the special 
prey of rapacious boardinghouse 
keepers, shipping brokers and 
confidence tricksters. 


Most, however, survived this 
initial test. Then came the an- 
nouncement that their ship was 
ready. Most of the immigra- 
tion ship holds were pest- 
houses. Of sanitary facilities,

ment as stable hands. Some 
saved a little capital and set up 
“Irish groceries.” 


The immigrants fought against 
labor exploitation, and they 
formed their own banks and 
building societies to provide bet- 
ter housing for their people. It 
is astonishing that a man paying 
a rent that demanded the fruits 
of three days’ labor each week 


could still find use for a bank, 
The credit belongs to the Irish 
women, who contrived te save 
a penny a day. Established 
banks had no desire to handle 
these mites. In 1851 the Emi- 


grant Industrial Savings Bank 


in New York, founded largely 
by the Irish Emigrant Society, 
opened its doors. In the next 30 
, this one bank handled 
remittances to Ireland amount- 
ing to $30,000,000. 


The Irish arrived at the very 


of work hours. The day started 
at dawn, ended at sunset. Men 
sought relief in a drink of 
whisky. Then came the rioting 
that turned the railroad camps 
into murderous jungles. 

Before union organization it 
was not uncemmon for a man 
to work 15 hours a day, stimu- 
lated by whisky, for a wage as 
low as 50 cents. This was the 
Promised Land—a hell of bone- 
bruising work, shanty living and 
mental and spiritual stagnation. 

The Irishman, for all the hard- 
ships he underwent, did not 
curse America, but found a pas- 
sionate love for it. He celebrated 
the Fourth of July with Irish 
enthusiasm, and became more 
American than the American. 


But before the Irish could es- 
cape from the _ slums, they 
needed a weapon. They needed 
a voice to represent them. In 
short, they needed the vote— 
100,000 Irish votes all alike—and 
they set about to achieve it. 

When the immigrants first ar- 
rived in (America, they had no 
right to vote even after being 
naturalized, since ‘voting in al- 
most all states was dependent 
upon the possession of property. 


| 


of the Irish immigrant hordes 
valuable political material, im- 
mediately utilized by Tammany 
Hall, the most powerful political 
organization in both New York 
City and State. 


As a start, Tammany opened 


a bureau to cater to the needs 
of the immigrants and lead 
them into the Wigwam. The next 
step, after paying the rent or 
distributing the food, was to 
make of the Irish immigrant a 
citizen and a Tammany voter. 


Tammany soon discovered an- 
other political weapon. It em- 
ployed gangs of Irishmen to po- 
lice the polling areas and beat 
up the opposition voters. From 
this it was a simple step to de- 
stroy anti-Tammany ballots or 
to manufacture bogus pro-Tam- 
many ballots. 


In the end, the appeal to 
the Irish gangs was a mistake. 
The gang leaders took control 
of Tammany and paved the 
way for the rule of Tammany 
Hall by the worst elements in 
the city. There arose a new 
profession for the Irish—that 


of politician. Politics paid and 
paid handsomely. It paid all 
the way from a job on the 
police force to a job as United 
States marshal or member of 
Congress. 


Up to the moment that Beau- 
regard opened fire on Fort Sum- 
ter, the Irish had been pro- 
slavery, because they were 
afraid that the slaves, if freed, 
would threaten their jobs up 
North. But hardly had the war 
broken out before they began 
to enlist. The reason was the 
objective of war as announced 
by President Lincoln, “to save 
the Union.” The Irish in the 
northern states were certainly 
in favor of that. In the South, 
the Irish joined the Confederate 
Army, on the grounds that the 
Confederates, like Ireland, had 
a perfect right to secede from 
the Union. On both sides, they 
fought with sword-bright courage. 


The Irish went to war the 
helots of the nation—alien, Cath- 
olic, clannish, unlettered and 
poor. They came out Americans. 
They had fought to pteserve 
the Union and they now had be- 
come part of that union. 


When the immigrant Irish 
swarmed in their hundreds of 
thousands into the slums and 
jungles of the coastal cities of 
America, a writer in the Boston 
Pilot said, ‘‘Out of these narrow 
lanes, blind courts, dirty streets, 
damp cellars, and suffocating 
garrets, will come forth some 
of the fioblest sons of our coun- 
try, whom she will delight to 
own and honor.” 


That prophecy has _ proven 
true. Few immigrant groups 
have left the mark upon Amer- 
ica that the Irish made, and it 
is a mark in which Americans 
today take pride.

The first task of the Irishman 
upon. arrival in the United States 
was to find a place to house his 
family. But no immigration port 
had quarters at the miserable 
prices the Irish could afford. 
And so they camped in alley- 
ways or in doorwa¥s, or they 
begged the use of cellars or at- 
tics or old warehouses. A house 
that had once sheltered a single

family in comfort became, under | 


immigrant pressure, the home 
of a dozen families. 

The immigrant hordes reached 
a peak at mid-century wken Ire- 
land’s potato crops failed com- 
pletely with more than 1,000,000 


migrating. The famine emigrants | 


were from the lowest Irish eco- 
nomic and social scale. Few had 
the ability to do more than the 
roughest sort of manual work: 


This famine emigration was 
made -possible almost entirely 
by the Irish already in America. 
With wages that amounted to 50 
cents take-home pay a day, they 
sent $800,000 ‘“‘back home” 
the famine year. 

Many Irishmen finally did rise
